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BISHOP WILLIS 
1 STAND. 


Bishop Willis has finally decided to 


• bold his place and take chances with 


the Episcopal church of the United 
States, which gained authority in these 
Islands through the act of annexation, 
His stand is taken in a pastoral letter 
addressed to all members of the Angli- 
can body In Hawaii, the text of which 
appears elsewhere In this Journal. The 
Bishop's argument Is that the Ameri- 
can Episcopal church Is a branch of 
the Anglican Communion; and that as 
such it may be Induced, If the See of 
Honolulu is made self-supporting, to 
recognize It as a separate Jurisdiction, 
and not to treat .It as a missionary 
fief. Hence His Lordship appeals for 
an endowment of the See, the comple- 


. tion of the cathedral and an Increase 


of the staff of clergy. 
It will be interesting to note the ef- 


fect of this appeal both upon communi- 
cants here and upon the House of 
Bishops In the United States. We have 
been given to understand that the An- 
glican laity of Hawaii, generally speak- 
ing, want to merge this diocese with 
that of California. In such event, of 
course, the Bishop's request for an en- 
dowment will fall on stony ground. 
As to the attitude of the House of 
Bishops, that Is pretty clearly revealed 
by published utterances of two pres- 
sentative 
members. 
The 
American 


Episcopate wants to absorb the pres- 
ent See; It would receive Bishop Willis' 
resignation in a kindly spirit: at the 
same time It hesitates to enter this 
diocese uninvited and establish mis- 
sions, ignoring thereby the person and 
authority of the Anglican shepherd. 
How long such hesitation will last may 
depend upon the attitude of the local 
communicants. Should the majority of 
Churchmen here appeal for American 
missions and promise to support them, 
It seems hardly probable that 
the 


House of Bishops would deny them the 
"boon. It would be an unprecedented 
thing to withhold Episcopal ministra- 
tions on American soil from persons, 
capable of bearing the burden of their 
cost, who do not desire the religious 
leadership of a purely Anglican See. 
There could be no excuse made for such 
neglect.

commodate the thirty thousand victims of the plague who live-Miere, - will 
probably be realized if the United States retains' the group. It la 6ut of the 
question anywhere on American soil to permit lepers to have free range, and 
the Philippines, with their multitude of the unclean, make no exception to the 
rule. Fortunately the number of lepers In the Spanish islands is M large that 
they cannot be sent to Molokal; and It may be that Congress! * that ac- 
count, will conclude to amend the Kahn bill so as to put the proposed national 
reservation somewhere In the Vaaayag. That would-be the.-muBBt point,-to 
the greater source of supply; and it would be' as easy to ship Mainland lepers 
there from San Francisco as here, seeing that steamers will be ruling direct 
so long as American Jurisdiction lasts-and that, we shall assuifr* Wieans fpr- 


In this connection there arises a topic of local Interest aparr~frbm the 


chance to escape tlje effects of the Kahn bill. Should the United J^tates Gov- 
ernment make Itself the warden of all lepers under the flag, tlwsa.fof Hawaii 
would be included and they would have to go where the others .went. The 
Question Is Do we want to lose them? There are hundreds of Island people to 
say "no"—kinsmen, compatriots, philanthropists; but thousands would as 
quickly answer "yes."

There Is the other danger that the United States might con- 
clude to take Molokal over as a sort of testing place, midway, between Cali- 
fornia and the Philippines. For these reasons, It a Philippine leper colony is 
formed. Hawaii would do well to urge the government to take our; wards un- 
der its wing; and in case of that being done, to wipe out eve.ijr vestige of 
the present settlement and as soon as possible get the site into private 
hands.

Rossi attributes It to socialist agitation 
In San Francisco. In this theory he Is 
probably mistaken, as yellow Journal-

than socialistic agitation, is visibly to 
blame.
